Rebel Stronghold Will Fall 


in a Few Hours, 


Americans Driving the Enemy 
as They March and Surely In- 
vesting Aguinaldo's Ketreat 


Manila, April 25.—Although the storm [ 


made the ground sticky, impeding the 
progress of General Lawton's column, 
the general left San Jose today and ex- 
pected to reach Norzagary this even- 
ing. Sumnsr is marching across* from 
Bocava with two battalions of the Ore- 
gon and Minnesota ibid three troops 
of cavalry and two guns. Meantime 
General MacArthur's division is in 
front of Calumpit, preparing to attack 
the stronghold. 
Hale» with several 


guns, is threatening the enemy's flank. 
Several prisoners have been, captured 
when trying to interfere with the tele- 
graphic communications. All is quiet 
on Hall's and Ovenshine's lines. 


Inverting Calnmplt. 
, 


"Washington, April 25.—Otis cables: 


"Hale's brigade, General MacArthur's 
division, which moved down the right 
flank of the Quinquea river to the vicin- 
ity of Calumpit, is £oVJ»4oined by 
Wheaton's brigade on the left bank, 
Hale encountered a fierce opposition, 
driving the enemy with heavy loss, and 
taking the intrenchments on the flank. 
Bale's casualties were six killed and 
12 wounded. The divison has now in- 
vested Calumpit, which will be taken 
today. Lawton with a part of his com- 
mand, reaches Norzasary. this evening 
where he will be joined by the cente. 
column from Bocave. 
The extreme 


heat, rain, high streams and bad roads 
make the march difficult. He has not 
met the opposition since leaving No- 
valiches. The enemy is retreating in 
his front The enemy, south of Manila, 
in force of 4,000, makes demonstrations 
daily, but can be easily cared for. 


South Dakota'* L.OM. 


General Hale's brigade, consisting of 


the Nebraska, Iowa and South Dakota 
regiments, with thee guns, which left 
Malolos Monday followed the west 
bank of the Rio Grande river to the 
ford. The force encountered many 
small bands of rebels and during the 
afternoon discovered several hundred 
of the enemy entrenched near Pulilan, 
norh of Quingan. Our troops attacked 
the rebels and lost six men killed. In 
addition 11 Americana were wounded, 
General Hale's troops claim nearly 200 
dead natives were counted along the 
country traversed. Among the dead 
was a Spanish captain. The South Da- 
kota regiment bore the brunt of the 
fighting and had five men kUIed and 
nine wounded. The temperaure today 
was 94 and several cases of sunstroke 
were reported. The weather is cloudy. 
The country traversed by our troops is 
thickly wooded and the hardest for 
fighting. 


The Rebel* Improving;. 


The rebels along the Bagbag river 


were reinforced from Calumpit as the 
troops under General Hale approached. 
During the day the Americans captured 
350 prisoners. As this, dispatch is sent 
the rebels are retreating in the direc- 
tion of Calumpit. The Filipinos troops 
engaged were well uniformed and well 
drilled.. As the campaign progresses 
the rebel troops are improving. They 
are adopting American methods and 
the accuracy of their shooting is evin- 
ced by the fact that five Americans 
were shot in the head. 


Trouble In Idalolo*. 


General Hale at 4 o'clock this morn- 


ing crossed the river and advanced on 
Calumpit. The Kansas regiment ad- 
vanced on the right of the track and 
the Montana regiment pushed'forward 
on its left. The rebels are already re- 
turning to Malolos and are becoming 
troublesome. They fired on an ambu- 
lance yesterday, which was passing 
across the Plaza and they have driven 
the Chinese out. -The Third artillery 
patrolled the town last night 


Off for 


General HacArthur'f division left 


Malolo* yesterday, apparently intend- 
ing to beselge Calumpit', Before day- 
light the Fourth cavalry, *ith three 
guns belonging to the Utah battery, the 
Nebraska regiment and the Iowa regi- 
ment, under General Hale, were pro- 
ceeding In the direction of Kulnkua, 
where th« Bagbag (Tlbagag?) is ford- 
able, but commanded by trenchee. 
During the afternoon the troopa crossed 
the river. 
Generate MacArthur and 


Wheaton, with the Montana regiment, 
advanced to the left of the railroafl, 
and the Kansas regiment moved for- 
ward to the right, north of Malolos. 
They bad with them a long supply 
train, with two armed cars in front car- 
rying two Gatlings and oClt rapid-flre 
guns, and the six-pounder which did 
such execution at the capture of Malo- 
los. The natives attempted to destroy 
the railroad bridge outside of Calum- 
pit, and succeeded in badly warping 
the iron framework. As soon as the 
soldiers left the Filipino capital the 
natives began flocking in, as they did 
at Santa Cruz before the last boat of 
General Lawton's expedition bad sailed. 


Food For Native* 


Our army is compelled to abandon 


all towns when an onward movement is 
begun, because of the insufficient num- 
ber of men to garrison them. This 
gives the Filipino leaders a framework 
upon which to spin stories of American 
defeat. 
The American commanders 


have left great stores of rice at Ma- 
lolos, which they have been distribut- 
ing daily to the natives and Chinamen. 
of whom they are some 200 to 300. 
nearly all of whom remained during 
'the occupation, but who followed the 
American army out of the place, or 
took trains going in the direction of 
Manila, fearing the Filipinos would kill 
them. These refugees included some 
jf the wealthiest citizens of the place. 
Major Mulford of General Lawton's 
staff is in command of the Nebraska 
regiment. 


Geii. Otis' Plane. 


Information received at the war de- 


partment in Washington indicates that 
General Otis is about to execute anoth- 
er important movement, the initial 
features of which are shown by yester- 
day's press advices from Manila, The 
objective point is the native town of 
Calumpit, lying about 
eight miles 


northwest of Malolos. It was there 
that the Filipinos concentrated after 
being driven out of their capital, set- 
ting up a new capital and making it 
the b-ise of their operations. The first 
one, 
under Major-General MacArthur, 


has for its purpose pushing straight 
forward from Malolos along the rail- 
road and striking at Calumpit from the 
south. The second one is under Major- 
General Lawton, who with^his flying 
column is moving far around to the 
northeast, to the large town of Norz- 
gaya, from which point he will turn ab- 
ruptly west toward Calumpit 
This 


last move \vill take about 10 days, ,and 
military strategists look upon it as "an- 
other effort to flank the natives by get- 
ting behind them at Calumpit, similar 
to the flank movement which General 
MacArthur atempted to execute at Ma- 
labon. 


The Double Operation. 


This double operation makes Calum- 


pit the center of the next few days, 
while attention will be divided between 
MacArthur's column advancing from 
MalolQS, and Lawton's column on its 
10-days' march by Norzgaya. MacAr- 
thur has only a short distance to 
traverse, so that his forces may be en- 
gaged with the main force of the na- 
tives within the next few hours. The 
country is flat and open, and rather 
better for our troops than that lying 
south of Malolos. Calumpit lies on the 
left bank of a small stream, at its con- 
fluence with 
the 
large 
river 
Rio 


Grande. It is a substantially built town, 
with some 2000 houses. The advance 
of General Lawton by a circuitous 
route will be over a country of which 
little is known at Washington. Norx- 
gaya is a considerable town, and it was 
thought that General Lawton was 
about there last evening. A road runs 
all the way from there to Calumpit. 
Along It are scattered many small 
towns—Angat, Bastes, Balling—indi- 
cating that the advance is through a 
populous country. It is an agricultural 
locality with extensive ric* and fruit 
plantations.

Philadelphia, April 25—An explosion 


occurred at 9 o'clock this morning *n 
Fleer's chewing gum factory where 
400 girls were employed. A number 
was killed and many were injured. The 
building was wrecked and others were 
damaged. 


Blown Through the Roof. 


Two bodies have been recovered, one 


burned to a crisp. 
The other was 


blown through the roof 100 feet Twelve 
injured are in the hospital. It is be- 
lieved 10 were In the building at the 
time of the explosion. 


Two Killed; Two mixing. 


The cause of the explosion was a 


can of benzine which ignited and ex- 
ploded with terrible force. Two per- 
sons are killed, two are unaccounted 
for, 
one wounded, fatally. 
The ben- 


zine ignited the clothing of a woman 
and child in the next house, who ran 
to the street, their clothing in flames. 
It is impossible to estimate the loss. A 
hundred' houses are damaged. Those 
in close proximity are so badly wrecked 
as probably to necessitate condemna- 
tion.

He it was that in- 
troduced the custom, popular in other 
lands besides England, of easing the ef • 
feots of overindulgence by taking "a 
hair of the dog.tbat bit you." 


The fastidious Briton of the olden 


times was also mighty hard to please as 
to the qualities cf wine. We find record 
of his nicety in this regard as far back 
as the twelfth century. An old manu- 
script in the British museum tells us 
what wine was -most prisjed: "It should

$3,000,000 IN A FLASH, 


A Klondike Telvgvaph Une Wrecked by 


the Atlantic Cable. 


Long ago—in 1868-4—there was no 


table between Europe and America. 
Transatlantic news—even doling the 
exciting episodes of tbe civi1 war—was 
always about a fortnight old. Tbe at- 
tempt to make a cable connection had 
ended disastrously, and in this junction 
of affairs was organized a gigantio en- 
terprise looking to the connection of 
tbe United States with Europe via Klon- 
dike and Bering sea. Most electricians 
and telegraphic experts had made up 
their minds that 40 miles-—which was 
tbe distance aprosa the strait—represent- 
ed the longest a submarine cable could 
be successfully worked. 


A company was formed, and what 


was known in those days as Bnasian 
Extension stock went off at a premium 
of 60 per cent. In 1865 the line between 
New Westminster and the Yukon river 
was surveyed, found to be practicable 
and traversed completely the present 
Klondike region. 


The line was 'expected to be finished 


in 1867. Even tbe tariff for messages 
was fixed at £5 ($85) per message. The 
receipts were estimated to yield about 
$9,000,000 per annum. The line was 
actually constructed from New West- 
minster along the present ronte of the 
Canadian Pacific railway to Ashoroft, 
where it was continued north toward 
Bering sea to Fort Stager, 800 or 400 
miles beyond Quesnelle. This line is at 
the present moment in operation in a 
portion nf the Caribou country. 


Then, in the midst of the whole busi- 


ness, after three years of bard work, 
came like a thunderclap the news that 
the Atlantic cable was a success. Three 
million dollars had been expended, yet 
the next day Russian Extension stock 
was not worth the printer's ink on its 
surface.—London Mail.

Tbe Century an article on "Tbe Manu 
•oript of ' Auld Lang Syne, ' " the articli 
being accompanied by a facsimile of the 
autograph. Mr. Reynolds says : 


Tbe late Chancellor John V. L. Pruyi* 


of Albany was the successful purohasw 
of "'Auld Lang Syss" and the one to 
make the autograph one of America's 
treasures. The facts regarding its re- 
moval to this country arc of peculiar in- 
terest, and they bring the history of the 
autograph, now more than a century 
old, up to date. 


Mr. Pmyn was a lover of onrioa, and 


particularly of the kind connected with 
an interesting past, and his collecting 
showed a refinement not evident in tke 
taste of the usual collector. In I86y ttfo 
centennial of the birthday of Eoberfc 
Burns was made the occasion for a cele- 
bration in different cities of the United 
States, and the literary people of Albany 
decided to Observe the day by memorial 
exercises in a large hall on the evening 
of the day. Previons to tbe event Mr. 
Prnyn planned that it would be a fea- 
ture if he oonld secure this autograph 
copy of -the poet's "Auld Lang Syne." 
Henry Stevens was a famous purchaser 
for collections in those days, supplying 
Mr. Jamea Lenox, Mr. John Carter 
Brown, the British museum and others 
with some of the most valuable old 
works, and thereby hangs a tale to be 
told later. He owned the verses in ques- 
tion. He waa a friend of Mr. Prnyn, 
and a correspondence regarding the mat- 
ter in hand began. 


Tbe result was that Mr. Stevens sold 


the verses to Mr. Prnyn, and the manu- 
script was intrusted to Captain Moody, 
who guaranteed that it should reach 
Chancellor Pruyn in time for the cele- 
bration. His steamship reached New 
York late on tbe day of the celebration, 
leaving bnt a few boors to get it to * - 
bany, or the mission would prove fruit- 
less. The only way was for the captain 
to select one of his trusty men. With 
this special messenger it was sent from 
the steamer and conveyed with all dis- 
patch directly to the hall in Albany. 
Mr. Prnyn was all expectant when, 
during the exercises, he was called from 
the hall. Though he was gone only, a 
moment, all interest in what was going 
on npon the stage was lost for the time 
being. Another swing of the door, and 
Mr. Pruyn entered, waving aloft the 
manuscript and exclaiming, "It is 
here!" With exultant delight and amid 
cries of " 'Anld Lang Syne' iswithusl" 
Chancellor Fruyn advanced to the stage 
and read the poem through. Hardly 
conld the people be prevented from 
breaking in upon him, and when it was 
proposed to sing it through enthusiasm 
knew no bounds. Never did a chorus BO 
willingly lend aid, and the familiar air 
swelled forth in mighty volume. 


The cherished page was bound within 


Russia leather covers, and with it was 
placed a letter to Dr. Richmond from 
Burns, dated Feb. 7, 1788, proving" the 
identity of the writing in the poem and 
also the letter written to Chancellor 
Pruyn by" Henry Stevens when sending 
tbe poem to him.

REMARKABLE TOWNS. 


One IB Kngliwd that If Made of Railway 


•Carriages. 


Scattered throughout tbe ana of 


Great Britain are numerous towns and 
villages of a carious character. One 
large village actually' consists of old 
railway carriages, even the little mis- 
sion obapel being built out of four large 


! hoise trucks. Another village, with a 
population of 1,100 and a ratable vakie 
of £8,000, has neither church, chapel 
nor school, the only public edifice being 
a pillar letter box. 


Villages with a single inhabitant are 


not unknown. At Skiddaw, in Cumber- 
land, there is a solitary householder, 
who cannot vote because there is no 
overseer to prepare a voters' list; and no 
church or other public building on 
which to publish one, while the only 
ratepayer in a certain rural Northum- 
berland parish has recently declined to 
bear the expense of repairing a road be- 
cause he considers it quite good enough 
for himself. 


In the isle of Ely there is a lit 9 


parish which has been somewhat t - 
temptuously described as "a portio 
f 


land, with three or foot houses and per- 
haps 12 inhabitants." This place has 


; no roads at all and is consequently put; 


to no expense in keeping them in repair. 
As a matter of fact, there are no ex- 
penses of any kind and no rates. 


One of the most remarkable villages 


in this country is Eempton, near Bed- 
ford, which is seven miles long and ex- 
tremely straggling. To walk from one 


I /end of the village to the other occupies 


two hours. 


Sometimes whole villages will prac- 


tically disappear, A little Shropshire 
village has gradually sunk, until now 
it is almost out of sight. It is built on 
a disused coal pit, and the sinking goes 
on steadily every year. Now and then 
a tottering bouse is propped up to keep 
it standing, bat in spite of all precau- 
tions buildings are constantly falling to 
the ground, and in course of time doubt- 
less nothing will be left but a few 
bricks to mark the spot where a village 
once stood. 


There are plenty of deserted villages 


throughout the country. A diversion ol 
trade into other channels is sometimes 
sufficient to produce this effect. Not 
many years ago the proprietors of an 
iron works at a townlet near Sheffield, 
being unable to obtain certain conces- 
sions from a railway company, removed 
their works. Shortly afterward half the 
place was to let, and the windows of 
many of the houses were boarded up.— 
London Tit-Bits.

EDUCATION IN PORTO R'lCO. 


Introducing ih« American Coxuatou 


School Syntciu. 


From a private letter received at 


Washington from au American in Porto 
Rico some interesting information not 
contained in the press dispatches is de- 
rived. He is especially interested in 
educational matters. It appears, among 
other things, that steps have been taken 
to prepare a statute covering tbe princi- 
pal points of American common school 
legislation, the first draft of which baa 
been finished. Fifteen young Americans 
have been employed and sent out -nom- 
inally to teach English, bnt really to 
perform at the same time the duties of 
county superintendents of schools. Their 
jurisdiction and duties will cover tho 
schools of the entire island and supply 
a want that has never before been met. 
A revised coarse of study has been pre- 
scribed for the common schools, and a 
new series of to.itbooks for use therein 
has been prepared, the use of which has 
been officially authorized. Tbe books 
are to be published by a Boston firm. 
Plans for public school buildings have 
also been worked cot. Only four each 
buildings now exist in Porto Rico. The 
letter continues: 


"The new secretary of the interior,

appeal strongly to Western Massachu- 
setts. Mountain and hills all in unison 
with fine climatic conditions. Good 
sun, good air, hard and soft -nater of 
the purest finality and in unlimited 
quantities. All these things when com- 
bined with the push and hustle of 
commerce make one wish their bread 
winning plant were located here. 


The town, essentially a manufactur- 


ing- one with cotton ruling, is surround- 
ed by a large f aiming country, rich in 
soil, great in products. 
Wheat 
is 


grown 
comparing 
favorably 
in 


quantity with the north-west and finer 
in quality. A flour mill is located here 
for this product. Corn, rye, oats, clover 
and hay are staple crops. But nearly 
everybody grows cotton. A crop is 
about 80,000 bales, all sold in Hunts- 
ville. The quality is good. An up- 
land cotton of rather long fibre, well 
picked and prepared. A round bale 
cotton compress handles the most of 
this, exporting a large proportion. 


The queen butter producer of Amer- 


ica was a Huntsville cow and she has 
plenty of royal subjects in this, a dairy 
section. 
Numbers of fine horses and 


mules start from here for the northern 
states. This city boasts of several nur- 
series, including the world's largest, 
the Alabama Nursery, with hundreds 
of acres stocked and growing trees, 
etc., to be transplanted in some north- 
ern orchard, lawn or garden. Stock 
nursed in nature's arms to be sent to 
the cold, bleak sister states to with- 
stand the trials of growing better than 
northern propagated stock. AIT in all 
the natural and climatic conditions do 
indeed seem to make the farmer's life 
blessed. The similarity of this country 
—really the Berkshire hills spread a 
little farther apat't—though 
different 


in climate, being cold but not frigid, 
warm but not hot, to Western Massa- 
chusetts is more especially brought 
home by the cotton industry. The Dal- 
las mills have 25,000 spindles in opera- 
tion and have started to double their 
plant. 
The West Huntsville Cotton 


company make cotton warp and cord 
which is exported to Germany. They 
run night and day. Here is the home 
seat of the Cotton Seed Oil Trust who 
run a very large mill. Another warp 
mill is run by some northern mills. The 
Merrimac Mills Co., of Lowell have 
just finished arrangements whereby 
they are coming here with 
200,000 


spindles and a print works and bleach- 
ery. These three larger mills have 
probably set the seal on Huntsville's 
advancement as a cotton manufactur- 
ing town and it is only fair to pre- 
sume that ten years hence-it will have 
a name of its own in the cotton manu- 
facturing world. It certainly is a com- 
ing town. 


T. W. Pratt, heavily interested in the 


cotton plants here and who has done 
the most for Huntsville's conservative 
progress, said: "Why shouldn't we de- 
clare 20 per cent dividends and put 10 
per cent in our surplus'account each 
year. Coal is dirt cheap. Water sup- 
ply unlimited. We buy cotton direct. 
Shoi t staple here, long; staple a day's 
journey away. We could, alone, buy 
and sell cotton and make good money. 
Building material, brick and lumber 
are vary low. We are peculiarly well 
fixed for labor. The local supply is 
very much in excess of the demand. To 
be sure it is illiterate but that is a 
matter of opportunity. 


They are nearly all mountaineers ancl 


of as pure blooded English and Scotch 
stock as can be found in America, All 
seem to have that Anglo-Saxon deft-, 
ness of hand that makes the good 
operatives m mechanic. My superin- 
tendent informs me they come the 
nearest to the labor employed 40 years 
ago in New England. Our property is ex- 
empt from taxes. Climatic conditions 
f,t\or spinning and weaving troubles. 


Huntsville is all cotton, a cotton 


manufacturing city kept in close touch 
•with a cotton growing country by miles 
of good macadam -roads. 
With 
the 


bold well maple-and-oak wooded moun- 
tains; the hills and the broader val- 
leys; the ple.i&ant, cultured people and 
tfopir truly southern homes; a large 
mi 1 here, a large mill there; it is an 
easy matter to believe one just a few 
miles from 
North , Adams in a spot 


where some good fellow has filed off 
the harsh, rough, edges of boisterous 
spring weather.

There is a man in Kansas City who 


decided to build a home this spring, 
and, 
being a boomer, he conceived the 


idea of constructing and furnishing his 
house as nearly as possible from Kan- 
sas City materials. The only foreign 
material in the structure is nails. Of 
course the lumber was shipped here 
from a distance, but since it came on 
in the rough arid was dressed azc! maud 
ready for use by Kansas City planing 
mills he feels the right to stretch a 
point iu this respect. And what makes 
the boomer particularly happy is that 
his bouse will cost less than the $8,000 
he expected to put into it, and be con- 
siders the homemade materials are su- 
perior to any that could be imported. 
This is his own story: 


"I am a constant 'rooter' for Kansas 


City, and when I started out to build a 
house I made up my mind to make a 
sure enough Kansas City bouse. If I 
could use glue instead of nails and 
screws for putting it together, I'd defy 
any man to lay his hand on a part of it 
that wasn't manufactured here. To be- 
gin at the beginning, the foundation of 
iny house is Kansas City limestone, 
quarried by Kansas City laborers, using 
Kansas City made tools. The stone was 
hauled from the quarry to my house in 
wagons made in Kansas City, drawn by 
Kansas City horses, wearing Kansas 
City harness. Yon sec, I went in for 
the whole thing while I was at it. Tha 
cellar and excavations for the founda- 
tion were dug partly with Kansas City 
picks- I think they worked in a shovel 
or so that wasn't made here, but I 
couldn't prove it. The foundation stones 
were cemented together with sand from 
the river and lime made right here. 


"I wouldn't have any lumber that 


had been dressed away from Kansas 
City, as I consider it manufactured at 
home if it comes here in the rough and 
is prepared for use later. All of the 
main body will be made of lumber that 
I know has been through Kansas City 
planing mills. There will be tar paper 
under the weatberboarding, and that is 
made here, as will be all of the doors, 
sashes, sashweights, locks, doorknobs, 
cornices and the art glass in the front 
door. I had to put up with imported 
glass for the windows, but it was be- 
cause there wasn't any way to get 
around it, and the lights will be put in 
with Kansas City putty. The laths and 
shingles, too, are worked up somewhere 
else, but I had the satisfaction of know- 
ing that we have the machinery in 
Kansas City planing mills to do the 
work if we wanted to. 


"If any corrugated ironwork goes 


into my house, it will be homemade. So 
will'be all freizes and centerpieces, 
newel posts, stairs, chandeliers, mantels, 
all cornices and moldings. I suppose the 
guttering and rain pipes will have to 
be made from imported tin, but Kansas 
City manufacturers will shape it and 
Bolder it together with Kansas City 
made solder. All of the drain pipes that 
are made of clay will be manufactured 
here. So will be the furnace in the cel- 
lar, the granitoid walks outside and the 
iron fence in front. 


"When the finishing time comes, the 


bouse will be painted with homemade 
paint inside aad out. The rooms will 
be frescoed with the same product, and 
when the floors are stained and varnish- 
ed or waxed, all these will be made 
here. In the kitchen will be a range 
made, yon bet, in Kansas City, United 
States of America. So will be the pans 
and the kettles, water pails, tinware, 
and all kitchen utensils except cutlery 
end iron pots. The kitchen table and 
cabinets, 
chairs and brackets and 


shelves will all be made here. The coal 
we burn in the range will be mined in 
Jackson county with Kansas City made 
tools, and those same Kansas City made 
wagons will haul it to my bonsa. 


"In the dining room will be rugs 


made in Kansas City; likewise a table 
and chairs and a sideboard. There will 
probably be a couple of pictures on the 
walk, and these will be painted by 
Kansas City artists and inclosed in Kan- 
sas City made frames. Tba window 
shades and shade fixtures will be made 
here, though the raw material for the 
shades wiH have to be imported. Un- 
fortunately I will have to leave town 
when I buy tableware—china, glass and 
cutlery, tablecloths and napkins. If I 
bad my way, we'd eat out of Kansas 
City pottery with Kansas City made 
spoons, but my wife won't stand for 
that. The parlor floor will be covered 
vritR a Kansas City made art square. 
There will be plenty of homemade pic- 
tures, a couch, stand table, chairs, or- 
naments—everything, in fact, made 
her?, except tbe piano. 


"The bedroom sets will be manufac- 


tured by local firms. So will be tbe 
mattresses, tbe bed springs and the pil- 
lows. All clotb, of course, must be im- 
ported, but everything will be worked 
up here. The feather bed will be stuffed 
with Kansas City feathers from Kansas 
'City geese, and tbe mattress will be one 
of tbe patent kind that no one bat tbe 
manufacturer knows how to make, but 
be makes it here. Tbe lights in my 
bouse will be partly gasoline lamps, 
made in' Kama* City, of course, and 
partly incandescent gas lights, tbe man- 
tles for which are also made here. When 
we get the house finished, I expect all 
my of my friends out to see it. "—Kan- 
sas City Times.

FIRE HORSES. 


the Qntcl;«t One* In tfts World Ar»<M4 


to Be In Kama* City. 


P. S. Dellenbatgh writes of«"Th« 


Quick Horse" ii» St. Nicholas, niei 
article telling of the training of horses 
for the fire department. Mr. Dellea-- 
baugh says: 


The quickest horses in the world ware~ 


at one time in Kansas Oity at the head- 
quarters of its fire department, directly 
under the office of the chief, Mr. George; 
C Hale. 
To Mr. Hale's genius more 


than to any other factor the quick horse 
owed his first development, for Mr. 
Hale is the inventor of the earliest 
swinging harness which made the 
quick horse possible. When Mr. Henry 
M. Stanley and his wife were in this 
country, they witnessed an exhibition 
drill of the Kansas City fire department. 
Tbe drill so impressed the visitors that 
an account of it was published in a Lon- 
don journal, and this English article 
brought an invitation to Mr. Hale to 
visit England as the representative of 
the American fire service at the interna- 
tional fire tournament. Mr. Hale and 
a picked corps went to England, tak- 
ing with them the remarkably quick, 
horses Joe and Dan, and they became- 
world famous. As the quickest harness^ 
ing time of the London fire brigade is 1 
minute 17>£ seconds and the Kansas 
City horses were harnessed in 1 % seo- 
onds and were out of the engine housa 
in less than 8 seconds, there could be no 
competition. In Kansas City four fine 
bays were harnessed to the hook and 
ladder truck almost as quickly as even 
Joe and Dan could jump into their har- 
nesses. It was a pretty eight to gee these 
four well kept horses spring to their 
places at the stroke of the gong and in 
two or three seconds stand ready to ran 
with the apparatus. Joe was killed by 
an accident, but Dan, with a new mate, 
is still in service, and as quick as ever. 


The record for quickest time from the 


engine house to the throwing of water 
on the fire is held by a Kansas City 
company. In this instance the horses 
were harnessed, a ran of 2,194 feet (a 
little less than half a mile) was made, 
and water thrown from the hose in the 
wonderfully brief time of 1 minute 81^ 
seconds.

brings sensational developments in the 
great counter fritingr conspiracy. Kev- 
enue officoio e,ay that collectors in dif- 
feient parts of the country have con- 
fjs-uted 700,000 cigar* put up In boxes 
bearing counterfeit stamps. The amount 
of money secured through the swindlers' 
operations is placed at $500,000.

Cigar dealers in this city are heavy 


losers, and already 125,000 cigars with the 
counterfeit stamps on the boxes have 
been seized. Over 690 men were employed 
by the factory, and as the place was in 
operation some time, the'output is be- 
lieved to have been very large. 


The second sensation of the big coun- 


terfeiting scheme came yesterday, when 
Former United States District Attorney 
Ellery P. Ingham was placed under ar- 
rest, charged with having been impli- 
cated with Harvey K. Newitt in the at- 
tempted bribery by the counterfeiter* 
of the secret service men. While there 
had been rumors connecting Ingbam's 
name with the case, his arrest caused 
the greatest surprise. 


The warraoit was issued by United 


States Commissioner Bdmurds. and 
Ingham was held in $10,000 bail for a 
hearing. Harvey E. Newitt was also 
held in f 10,000 bail for appearance Thurs- 
day.

Aged Victim's Employer Heeded Eloquently, 


but In Vain, In His Behalf, 


Palmetto, Ga., April 25.—When Sam 


Hose, the murderer of Alfred Cranford 
and the assailant of his wife, made his 
confession, immediately prior to his 
burning, he implicated Lige Strickland, a 
minister, aged 60. Hose contended that 
he had been offered money by Strickland 
to kill Cranford. 
It was known pos- 


itively, however, that Hose had made 
false statements in his confession, and 
many of those who aided in his burning 
were disposed to disregard his statement 
In regard to Strickland. 


The body of Strickland was found 


swinging to the limb of a persimmon 
tree within a mile and a quarter of this 
place early Monday. Before d«ath was 
allowed to end the sufferings of the 
negro his tars were cut off and the small 
finger of his left hand was severed at th« 
second joint. These trophies are in Pal- 
metto. 


On the chest of the negro was a piece 


of bloodstained paper attached by an 
ordinary pin. On one side of this paper 
was written: 


"New 
York Journal. We must pro- 


tect our ladles. 23-99." The other side 
of the paper contained a warning to the 
negroes of the neighborhood. It read as 
follows: "Beware all darkies'. You will 
be treated the same way." 


Before being lynched Strickland was 


given a chance to confess to the mis- 
deeds of which the mob supposed him 
to toe guilty, but he protested his inno- 
cence to the last. Three times the noose 
was placed around his neck -and the 
negro was drawn up off the Aground; 
three times he was Jet down with a warn- 
ing that death was in store for him 
should he fail to confess his complicity 
in the Cranford murder. Three times 
Strickland proclaimed his innocence, un- 
til, weary of useless torturing, the mob 
pulled on the rope and tied the end 
around the slender trunk of the per- 
simmon tree. Not a shot was fired. 
Strickland was strangled to death. 


The lynching of Lige Strickland waa 


not accomplished without a desperate 
effort on the part of hie employer to save 
his life. The man who pleaded for him 
is Major W. W. Thomas, an ex-«tate 
senator. He did all in his power to pre- 
vent the lynching of the negro, and did 
not discontinue his efforts until he had 
been assured by tre leaders of the mob 
that the negro would be taken to jail at 
Fairburn. 


One mile from the spot where this 


promise was made Strickland waa 
hanged. The negro waa a tenant on the 
plantation of Major Thomas. 


Late Sunday night about 15 men went 


to the plantation of Mijur Thomas and 
took Strickland from hi» little 043 bin in 
the woods and left his wife and five-chil- 
dren to wait and weep over the <ate they 
knew was in. store for the negro. Their 
cries aroused Major Thomae, and that 
sturdy old gentleman followed the 
lynchers in his buggy, accompanied by 
his son, determined to save, if possible, 
the life of his plantation darkey. 


They overtook the lynchens with their 


victim at Palmetto, and then ensued, 
with only the moonlight to brighten the 
faces of these grim men, a weird and 
dramatic scene. Strickland was halted 
directly opposite the telegraph office. 
The noose was adjusted around his neck 
and the end of the rope was thrown over 
a tree. Strickland was told he had a 
chance before dying to confess hi» com- 
plicity in the crime. He replied: 
"I have told you all I know, gentlemen. 


You can kill me if you wish, but I know 
nothing to tell." 


The negro's life might have been ended 


then but for the arrival of Major 
Thoma*, who leaped from his buggy and 
asked for a hearing. He asked the crowd 
to give the negro a chance for his life, 
and said: 


"Gentlemen,- this negro is innocent. 


Hose saio Lige had promised to give him 
$20 to kill Alfred Cranford, and 1 don't 
believe Lige had $20 sincp he has been on 
my place. He has never done any of you 
any harm; I want you to promise me 
that you will turn him over to the bailiff 
of this town that he may be given a hear- 
ing. I do not ask you to liberate him. 
Hold him for the courts." 


The mob took the negro to a grove near 


the home of Marshall Givens of this 
place, and again the noose was adjusted. 
He was hauled off the ground, 'but was 
let down to allow him"to confess. He re- 
fused to do so and the lynchers ware 
albout to haul him up again when the son 
of Marshall Giveno came upon the scene 
and asked that the lynching not occur 
near his father's home. The negro was 
then taken to the yard In the rear of Dr. 
W. S. Seller's home and tied up to a per- 
simmon tree and left hanging. 


A coroner's jury held an inquest over 


the body yesterday afternoon and ren- 
dered the usual verdict—death at the 
hands of parties unknown. 
, 


Another mob is hunting the county 


for Albert Sewell, who has made^mself 
obnoxious by remarks concerning the 
treatment given the negroes by the 
whites. There is not much prospect of 
his capture, however, as he has had a 
day's start on his pursuers. 


Negro Lashed. 


Rico, Ga., April 25.—Bud Cook, a negro, 


was stripped to the waist by a crowd of 
people here yesterday and 100 lashes ad- 
ministered him. His offense waa the re- 
mark that the negroes should pay n» at- 
tention to notices pinned on their doors 
to leave the country. 


Captain Adams' Sentiment 


Boston, April 26.—Captain J. O. B. 


Adams, a former commander-in-chief 
of the Grand Army, denounced the 
lynching of negroes, at a banquet held 
bv Abraham Lincoln post, O. A. R., last 
night. 
He said: 
"Comrades, the flag 


which we fought to save should never 
have beneath its folds such a disgraee- 
ful scene as was enacted in Georgia, 
when 4000 men went from Atlanta to 
witness the torturing of a man who had 
been denied the right of trial by Jury. 
We all appreciate the enormity of the 
crime with which th,e negro was charged, j 
bu t at the same time, be should have been I 
in-anted the rlfhts of every citistn under i 
the constitution."

Of Etiquette. 


On seating oneself at table gloves, if 


worn, should be removed and the table 
napkin opened out and placed on the 
lap. 


Bread may be placed either at the 


right or left side, according- to conven- 
ience. 


Only small helpings of 
soup are 


now given. Half a. UUkful is senerally 
considered quite enough, and it is eatr-a 
as noiselessly as possible from the side 
of a tablespoon. It is allowable to tilt 
the plate slightly away from one while 
taking the last spoonfuls, but never to- 
ward one. 


Fish is eaten these days with silver 


kniver- and forks specially prepared for 
the purpose. A few years ago fish v,as 
eaten off a fork, and a crust of bread 
took the plare of a knife in removing 
it from the hones. Then this fashion 
was dropped in favor of two forks., but 
at the present day fish knives and forks 
are so general that one seldom has to 
fall back on such makeshift arrange- 
ments, 


Only the fork is used for eating ris- 


soles, omelets and dishes made of 
minced or small cut meat. The knife is 
reserved for those viands which require 
cutting. 


When eating sweet dishes, the fork is 


hfld in the right hand and is used ex- 
clusively as far as possible. It is only 
for stewed fruits, milky puddings and 
other semiliquid dishes that the spoon 
is called into service. 


Asparagus is still eaten by some peo- 


ple in the old style of holding the stalk 
in the fingers, but the young genera- 
tion generally prefers the neater way of 
cutting oft the points with the kmfa 
and conveying them on the fork to the 
mouth. 


Salad is generally eaten from a sep- 


arate plate placed at the left hand side 
of the meat plate. 


At dessert apples, pears, etc., o.s 


peeled and are then cut up to the right 
size for eating off a fork. Uiapes aie 
conveyed to the mouth by the tingei?, 
and the stones and skins are passed 
from the mouth to the hand and then 
laid on the plate. 


Refinement in eating and drinking 


cannot bo too strongly insisted upon. 
Even little children should be taught to 
place quite small portions of food in 
their mouths, to keep the lips closed 
during the process of mastication and 
never to drink \\hile they have food in 
their mouths. Drinking -while eating 
often leads to a choking fit both alarm- 
ing and unpleasant to witness. 


Crumbling one's bread, fidgeting with 


spoon and fork, digging in the saltcel- 
lar and other nervous tricks in which 
some people indulge while talking are 
all bad habits to be overcome. 


Toothpicks are of course never used 


in polite society. One cannot imagine 
a refined woman domj? so, but some 
people who are not quite au fait in the 
ways of the world seem to imagine that 
gentlemen require these things to be 
provided for them.

Much interest is already being shown 


in the musical circles of thia city and 
vicinity over the concert to be given in 
the Methodist church Friday evening, 
May 5, under the auspices of the oriran- 
ists' society by the New York Sym- 
phony orchestra, under the direction of 
Emil Paur. 


As conductor, violinist and pianist, 


Mr. Paur has been steadily gaining1 in 
reputation since he came to America to 
take charge of the Boston Symphony 
orchestra six years ago. When the New 
York Philharmonic society sought a 
successor to Anton Seidl in 1898, Emil 
Paur was the unanimous choice. In 
the five years he had spent as the 
leader of the Boston Symphony orches- 
tra, that organization attained an in- 
ternational reputation. Prior to 1893 
Paur had been director of the Liepsic 
opera house and had made for himself 
an enviable name as a skilled pianist 
and violinist. He succeeded Arthur 
Nikisch in. Leipsic in 1889 and he was 
again that famous leader's successor 
in Boston. 


With all the glory that he had 


achieved as a performer and a director, 
despite the fact that he had brought 
the Boston organization o the highest 
degree 
of orchestral perfection, the 


skeptical New York public was reluc- 
tant to believe that either Paur or any 
one else could fill the place left vacant 
by the death of Seidl. The circum- 
stances that attended his entrance into 
the musical field in New York were not 
very favorable. 
However, Paur was 


not disheartened. He grasped the situ- 
ation with energy, and perseverance 
and hard work soon brought order out 
of chaos. He stamped his individuality 
into his players and within a month he 
had the metropolis at his feet. The ver- 
dict was short and it was that Paur 
had given New York an orchestra such 
as evert that citj had never had.
